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PREFATORY  NOTE,, ^f  ^7^ 

The  descendants  of  David  Plutchins,  of  Yorkshire,  England;  and  subse- 
quently of  Newfoundland;  and  of  Boston  and  Attleboro,  Mass.,  will  be  inter- 
ested in  the  following  genealogical  outline.  It  is  not  a  perfect  or  a  completed 
work,  but  rather  a  beginning  or  a  hint  of  what  it  is  hoped  others  will  continue 
and  perfect. 

In  addition  to  the  mere  outline  of  names  and  dates,  it  is  hoped  that  each 
one  will  contribute  a  few  brief  items  of  personal  or  family  history  and  exper- 
ience, in  the  hope  that  a  more  complete  volume  may  be  prepared  at  some  future 
time. 

With  very  little  authentic  matter  in  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  undertaking, 
it  has  required  a  correspondence  extending  over  several  years  to  collect  and 
verify  the  material  which  is  now  placed  in  print. 

In  the  third  generation  the  genealogy  separates  into  three  branches,  in 
William,  David  and  Ebenezer. 

Otis  Ilutchins,  of  Westmoreland,  N.  H.,  in  the  fifth  generation,  son  of  Otis 
Hutchins  of  the  fourth  generation,  and  grandson  of  William  Hutchins  of  the 
third  generation,  has  given  valuable  information  respecting  that  branch.  Addi- 
tional information  respecting  the  descendants  of  William  Hutchins  may  be  sent 
to  him  at  Westmoreland,  N.  H.
